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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) (AWA), as 
described below. 


Date of Violation: December 7, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. The use of a room, table or 
other facilities necessary for the proper examination of the records and inspection of the property 
or animals must be extended to APHIS officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or 
carrier, and a responsible adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during the 
inspection process. 

You failed to have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS officials during 
inspection. 

Date of Violation: February 28, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.4(b) Outdoor housing facilities. Shelter from the elements. Outdoor facilities for 
dogs and cats must include one or more shelter structures that are accessible to each animal in 
each outdoor facility, and that are large enough to allow each animal in the shelter structure to 
sit, stand, and lie in a normal manner, and to turn about freely. In addition to the shelter 
structures, one or more separate outside areas of shade must be provided, large enough to contain 
all the animals at one time and protect them from the direct rays of the sun. 

You failed to provide shelter structures that were large enough to allow each animal in 
the primary enclosure to sit, stand, and lie in a normal manner, and to turn about 
freely. 

Date of Violation: May 10, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and 
exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and 
treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following animals: 

1) 1 male Shiba Inu who was very thin with his vertebrae and hips easily palpated and 
whose hair coat was thin and rough; 

2) 1 female Silky Terrier who was very thin with her vertebrae and hips easily 
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palpated, whose coat was very thin over her shoulders, and who had loose feces that 
were stuck in her hair, on her back legs and anal region; 

3) 1 male Boxer who was very thin with hips and ribs easily seen; 

4) 1 male Dachshund who had a rough coat with missing hair over the shoulders and 
neck, and matted hair along the back; 

5) 1 female tricolor Dachshund who had hair loss and scabs on her back, tail, under 
her neck and on her abdomen, and matted hair along her back; 

6) 1 female tricolor Rat Terrier who had scabs on her left and right shoulders; and 

7) 1 female tan and white Rat Terrier who had scabs and missing hair over the neck, 
underneath of the neck and on the back area. 


Date of Violation: May 10, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(a) Housing facilities, general. Structure; construction. Housing facilities for dogs 
and cats must be designed and constructed so that they are structurally sound. They must be kept 
in good repair, and they must protect the animals from injury, contain the animals securely, and 
restrict other animals from entering. 

You failed to contain a miniature Pinscher securely to prevent it from going into 
another enclosure. 


Date of Violation: May 10, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(3) Housing facilities, general. Surfaces. Cleaning. Hard surfaces with which 
the dogs or cats come in contact must be spot-cleaned daily and sanitized in accordance with 
section 3.11(b) of this subpart to prevent accumulation of excreta and reduce disease hazards. 

You failed to clean and sanitize 3 plastic dog houses in the outdoor enclosures that had 
dirt and grime covering almost the entire outside surface. 

Date of Violation: May 29, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(a) Housing facilities, general. Structure; construction. Housing facilities for dogs 
and cats must be designed and constructed so that they are structurally sound. They must be kept 
in good repair, and they must protect the animals from injury, contain the animals securely, and 
restrict other animals from entering. 

You failed to secure a miniature Pinscher that climbed up the side of the wire 
enclosure twice during an APHIS inspection. 

Date of Violation: August 28, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and 
exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and 
treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following animals: 

1)1 female Silky Terrier who had moisture around her left eye and some bluish color 
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on the top layer of her eye; and 

2) 1 Basset Hound who was limping on the left front leg. 


Date of Violation: August 28, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.11(d) Cleaning, sanitization, housekeeping, and pest control. Pest control. An 
effective program for the control of insects, external parasites affecting dogs and cats, and birds 
and mammals that are pests, must be established and maintained so as to promote the health and 
well-being of the animals and reduce contamination by pests in animal areas. 

You failed to provide an effective program to control an outbreak of fleas which 
affected 25 dogs. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $11,571. 
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
